HAZARD’S PAVILION IS MORE 
CHARMING THAN EVER. 


An Excellent Programme Carried 
Out Last Night—The Business De- 
partment Puts on a Smiling Fron'

The Work of the Convention. 


The convention of the Republicans 
of Los Angeles county, held yesterday, 
was a large and animated gathering, 
and its proceedings were spirited and 
interesting. 

The principal point of contest was 
the election of delegate-at-large to the 
SacramentoC onvention, which carries 
with it an indorsement for the position 
of delegate-at-large to the Chicago 
Convention. 

There were in the outset two princi- 
pal candidates—Maj. George H. Bone- 
brake and Mr. Boyce, of course. 

_ The contest for the temporary cbair- 


ence to this question. Judge H. W. 
Magee of Pasadena, as the understood 
representative of Maj. Bonebrake, 
was elected temporary chairman by a 
majority of 36 votes over Hon. W. F. 
Fitzgerald, who, however, is not known 
as a ‘‘Boyce man,’’ nor does he, as we 
understand his position, wish to be 
considered one. 

The voting was close and spirited, 
and when Magee was found to be the 
winner, his opponent, in generous and 
manly fashion, as becomes the man, 
gave in his adhesion and congratulated 
his successful opponent. 

The result was a pretty clear indica- 
tion that Boyce had lost, and that Maj. 
Bonebrake was the choice of the con- 
vention; whereupon the smooth but 
timid bess, seeing the ominous signs 
of the hour, promptly seized the occa- 
sion toretire early and rather precipi- 
tately from the dangerous field, not 
being willing to take the risk of certain 
defeat by remaining before a 
convention so clearly against him. He 
thereupon fell back in as good 
order as practicable under the stress of 
circumstances, ostentatiously announc- 
ing that his retrograde movement was 
purely the result of his disinterested 
and patriotic and consuming desire for 
Harmony (with a large H), and not be- 
cause he had undertaker to dissever 
with his political molars more than he 
could masticate. 

It was a heavy fall for this premier 
political pretender thus being suddenly 
thrown down from his cherished and 
two-year’s old aspirations for the posi- 
tion of delegate-at-large in the National 
and being 


the insignificent honor of a ward 
election to Sacramento. 

After Boyce had scored his failure, 
and Maj. Bonebrake had announced, in 
manly terms, his determation to stand 
or fallin the contest, a new move was 
instantly made on the chess-board. 
With the idea of defeating Bonebrake, 
and thus promoting harmony, the ex- 
pedient was devised of bringing for- 
ward a new candidate, which was done 
in the person of Col. Jabez Banbury of 
Pasadena—a good man, whom TiHkE 
TIMES would have taken great pleasure 
in supporting under other circum- 
stances. 7 

Henry T. Gage, the nervy Republican 
and rising attorney—long known here— 
was then nominated for the same posi- 
tion. 

With these three candidates in the 
arena, the balloting commenced. The 
first ballot showed 105 for Bonebrake, 
114 for Banbury, and 26 for Gage. No 
election. On the second ballot breaks 
to Gage were made here and 
there, in the city and  coun- 
try, until it became apparent that 
the young fellow was_ftorging 
ahead so rapidly that his election on 
the third ballot wasa foregone conclu- 
sion. Thethird ballot, however, never 
came, for change after change to Gage 
was rapidly made, and a regular stam- 
pede took place by the time the roll- 
call was finished, and ended in his 
nomination by acclamation, amidst 
general enthusiasm. 

The twenty-two remaining delegates 
were elected without any special con- 
test, as also were the various commit- 
teemen. 

Strong~ lutions were adopted, 
among them one appropriately con- 
gratulating our gallant, able and 
faithful Repesentative in Congress, 
Gen. Vandever, upon the sure prospect 
of his confirmation in his seat; and an- 
other recognizing the preponderating 
Blaine sentiment of this county and 
coast, but leaving delegates practi- 
cally uninstructed. | 

The spirit shown by the convention 
was good, and the determination to 
make a winning fight was strong and 
commendable. 


Pixley’s Plan. 


Frank Pixley is nothing if not 
erratic. His latest scheme, as pro- 
pounded in the Argonaut, is an en- 
tirely new ‘‘plan of campaign”’ for the 
Republicans. He proposes that the 
Republican National Convention sball 
adopt a strong platform, and then ad- 
joucn, without making any nomination. 
The Republicans of each State would

Presidential electors. In case the Re- 
publicans should elect a majority of 
the electors, these electors would meet 
in the electoral College and choose any 
Republican, whom they could agree 
upon, for President. He claims that 
the advantage of thie plan to the Re- 
publicans would be twofold. Having 
no candidate, they could not be placed 
op the defensive, as to their candi- 
date’s past record. They could attack 
the record of the Democratic cani#i- 
date, if they could find any weak place 
in it, without being subject to a 
similar attack in return. And, again, 
as each Republican would be free to 
imagine his own favorite the coming 
man, he says that every Republican 
could work. with the heartiest en- 
thusiasm. 


Cleveland’s Grip. 


The New York Sun, the organ of the 
disunited Democracy of the Eastern 
States, calls upon the party to save 
itself from the dilemma in which the 
President has driven it by nominating 
Hill or Randall. The dilemma in 
question is the doctrine of free trade 
which Cleveland’s message has fast- 
ened upon the party. Years ago, be- 
fore Editor Dana began to indulge in 
the political acrobatics with which he 
has of late astonished his readers, the 
Sun was a power in the Democratic 
camp, and its opposition to Cleveland 
would have possessed a great deal of 
significence. 
there attaches to it very little impor- 
tance. 

It cannot be questioned that the 
general drift of Democratic sentiment 
is in favor of the renomination of Cleve- 
land, and that it will result in an 
almost unanimous vote at St. Louis. 
Two years ago the New York World, 
and the Sun. and the Louisville Courier- 
Journal were arrayed against him, 
chiefly for the reason that he was at 
that time engaged in a vigorous effort 
to conciliate the Mugwumps. In pro- 
portion as the Mugwumps became less 
devoted and grew more tired of their 
bargain, the thorough-going Demo- 
cratic Journals gradually wheeled into 
line. Today they are practically 
united in support of their candidate, 
although not a few of them are making 
wry faces when they are not too closely 
watched. 

The leaders of the Democratic party 
have for most part recovered from the 
rancor they entertained early in the 
administration. With consummate 
slyness, so as not to attract the atten- 
tion of those who voted for him as a 
reform candidate, Cleveland has por- 
tioned out the offices in the way to do 
himself the most good. Long experi- 
ence in making up slates for the un- 
terrified of Buffalo had taught him 
how this desirable end was to be at- 
tained. A certain element which was 
displeased at the free-trade messages 
may raise a few dissenting voices at the 
nominating convention, but if they 
sacrifice their partisanship to a trifling 
consideration of principle they will 
violate some of the most essential 
precedents of the party. 

As tothe rank and file—the moss- 
backs that are still voting for ‘‘Old 


great cities—their opinions will not be 
consulted. They are expected to walk 
up to the poles and vote, and not in- 
terrupt their bosses with troublesome 
questions. 

Cleveland’s firm grip on the great 
majority of his party is a fact which 
Republicans must accept at the outset 
of the campaign and calculate against. 
Beneath the surface there are discon- 
tent and bickering, which may pro- 
duce important results by November, 
but above board everything is serene. 
The fact that there is no other man at 
all available in the party makes‘such a 
condition of things more easily pos- 
sible. 

However union may be brought 
about, whether by craft in bargaining 
or by tact in bullying, it is certain that 
it contains a ‘large element ef power. | 
To combat the consolidation of the 
Democracy, there must be a firm and 
enthusiastic union of the Republican 
party. Unless it goes into the cam- 
paign with a candidate who can com- 
mand the support of every element of 
the party, nothing but Democratic 
error can save it from defeat. On the 
other hand, if the delegates leave Chi- 
cago, after having placed in nomina- 
tion some strong man, who will receive 
the hearty indorsement of the leaders 
of the party, and whose name will ex- 
cite enthusiasm among the people of 
every section, we may look forward to 
the best kind of union and the grand- 
est prospects of success. In that case 
the firm grip of Cleveland on his parti- 
sans will not save him from a crushing 
defeat.

SOLOMON, 


On Trial for Assisting Thieves in 
Their HKusiness. 

The case of the People vs. B. Solomon 
came up for trial yesterday in Judge O’ Mel- 
veny’s department of the Superior Court. 

The defendant, who is an Israelite, but, 
judging from his demeanor while upon the 
witness stand, not without guile, has been 
managing what is believed to have been a 


plunder which the numerous crooks dis- 
posed of to him for a nominal considera- 
tion. As the defendant took a seat beside 
C. C. Stephens, Esq., and H. H. Appel, 
Esq., who acted for him as counsel, he did 
not betray any symptoms of trepidation, 
and for this there was some reason. When 
the witnesses for the defense were called 
they ali answered, but when the prosecu- 
tion called theirs, the only one who an- 
swered-was F. Thacker, the gunsmith of 
Ex-Detectives 
T. F. Donahue and Dan Lynch, D. Sewell 
and wife, Mrs. Oroseco, L. B. Cohen and 
Acy Avise were all absent. Detective Bo- 
tello stated that Dan Lynch had gone to 
Santa Barbara. Attachments were ordered 
issued by the court for the defaulters, and 
the case was continued until 10:30. 

‘The specific charge inst Selomon was 
thatof receiving the following property: 
One Parker shotgun, earth $50; three Win- 
chester ritles, worth $130; a Remington, 
worth €50; a Ballard, worth $50, and nine 
revolvers, ‘valued at #95. These weapons 
were stolen from Thacker’s store by un- 
known burglars on the 14th of February, 
and the next day they were discovered in

hen court reconvened several of the 
witnesses for the prosecution were present. 
Dan Lynch, however, not being in the city, 
did not put in an Donahue 
made a valid excuse for not being present, 
but Sewell was fined 85 for the 
court. By 11 o'clock a jury had 
panelled and the case was proceeded with. 

F. Thacker, the guusmith, was the first 
witness who testified. He described how 
he had found that the back door had been 
broken openand nine guns and nine re- 
volvers, valued at $593, were missing. Wit- 
ness saw some of the guns and revolvers 
later at the police station and identified 
them by certain peculiarities. After several 
other of the witnesses had testified, T. F. 
Donahue proceeded to describe how the 
capture ot the stolen vy ow was effected. 
He was stationed by the Chief of Police be- 
tween Arcadia and Plaza streets to wait for 
Cohn and Solomon. About 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon an express wagon passed,which 
was hailed by Cohn, and both he and So'omon 
got in and drove away. Donahue followed 
them in a carriage to house on the other 
side of the Aliso-street bridge. While there 
he saw the guns nga in the wagon, upon 
which he asked the express driver where he 
was taking them; he replied, to Solomon’s 
store, on Upper Main street. Following 


the wagon,they saw the guns d livered tothe 
fence-keeper, and when in his possession 
they were and the owner vot the 
place put under arrest. 

The case had not been concluded when 
the hour arrived for adjournment, and econ- 
sequently was continued until this 
morning at 8:30 o’clock.
